WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
murder trial for an Ecuadoran 
man accused of killing govern¬ 
ment intern Chandra Levy nine 
years ago kicked off yesterday, 
reviving a case that scanda¬ 
lized US politics after a con¬ 
gressman admitted having an 
affair with her. 

A local court in the US ca¬ 
pital began jury selection that 
should last all week before 
delving into the case proper 
later in the month. 

Ingmar Guandique is sus¬ 
pected of killing 24-year-old 
Levy, whose romantic links to 
former congressman Gary 
Condit initially fueled suspi¬ 
cion he was involved in her 
disappearance. She went miss¬ 
ing while jogging in Washing¬ 
ton's Rock Creek Park on May 
1 , 2001 . 

US Attorney Jeffrey Taylor 
said after the arrest warrant 
was issued in March last year 


that authorities believed 
Levy had been a "ran¬ 
dom victim" of 
Guandique's. 

The accused was al¬ 
ready being held in 
prison for attacking two 
female joggers in the 
same park where Levy's 
remains were found a 
year after she vanished. 

A native of Califor¬ 
nia, Levy had been 
working in Washington 
as a US government in¬ 
tern before her disap¬ 
pearance triggered a 
high-profile investiga¬ 
tion and missing per¬ 
son's hunt. 

The warrant appeared 
to absolve Condit, who was re¬ 
peatedly questioned in relation 
to the case amid a media frenzy 
in the US capital city, but was 
never named as a formal sus¬ 
pect.

Investigations after her 
death revealed that Condit had 
had an affair with Levy shortly 
before she died, which the 
married man initially denied. 


Environmental alert after oil spill on 
Colombia coast 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombia declared an envi¬ 
ronmental emergency yester¬ 
day following a spill of some 
75,000 liters (about 20,000 
US gallons) of crude on the 
beaches of the country's 


northern Caribbean coast. 

In a press release, officials 
said local officials were assess¬ 
ing the damage from the spill, 
which leaked onto beaches and 
into waters near the seaside 
city of Santa Marta. 


A large but undetermined 
amount of marine life was 
said to have been killed as a 
result of the spill, which local 
police said occurred after oil 
thieves ruptured a pipeline 
late Saturday.

Ten dead, three missing in 
heavy Haiti rains

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Ten people were killed 
and three others were missing 
after heavy rains battered 
Haiti, which is still struggling 
to rebuild after a devastating 
January earthquake, officials 
told AFP yesterday. 

Among the eight bodies 
found in the streets of the ca¬ 
pital after several days of 
heavy rains were a two-year- 
old girl and an 11 -month-old 
baby, the head of the civil pro¬ 
tection unit Nadia Fochard 
said. 

She added that it seemed 
the eight people had been 
killed when a large pile of sand 
gave way, burying them. The 
bodies were then washed down 
the street. 

Two other bodies were 
found in the district of Font- 
mara, outside the city, the site 
of a large camp sheltering 
those who lost their homes in 
the January 12 quake. 
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Three people were still 
missing in the capital, Port-au- 
Prince. 

The quake measuring 7.0 
ravaged Port-au-Prince in Jan¬ 
uary, killing more than 
250,000 Haitians and leaving 
1.2 million homeless in the im¬ 
poverished Caribbean nation. 

The town of Feogane, some 
32 kilometers (20 miles) south 
of Port-au-Prince, which was 
80 percent destroyed in the 
quake, has been particularly 
hard hit by the rains. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Murders of gays in 
Brazil have jumped 62 percent 
between 2007 and 2009, mak¬ 
ing the country one of the most 
perilous in the world for homo¬ 
sexuals, a gay rights associa¬ 
tion said. 

The Gay Group of Bahia 
told the newspaper O Globo 
the shocking statistic should be 
a key issue in second-round 
presidential elections taking 
place October 31, alongside 
abortion and gay marriages. 


"More than 4,000 families 
living in tents have been af¬ 
fected and some 270 homes 
have been flooded," the protec¬ 
tion service said. 

International aid organiza¬ 
tions, working to help rebuild 
the country, were yesterday 
ferrying help to the victims of 
the rains. 

The heavy rains have left 
many roads impassable, and 
more misery is on the way 
with new rains forecast in the 
coming days. 


It said 198 gay murders 
were recorded in 2009, 187 in 
2008, and 121 in 2007. By 
comparison, there were just 35 
gay murders registered in Mex¬ 
ico last year, the group added. 

Between 1980 and 2009, 
the association counted 3,196 
murders of homosexuals in 
Brazil, or an average of 110 
per year. 

It criticized opposition by 
church groups to a draft law 
that would criminalize homo¬ 
phobia.

Belgium on brink of crisis 
in new Flemish-French 



BRUSSEFS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Feaders of language-divided 
Belgium were on a collision 
course late yesterday as a fresh 
effort to form a government 
between Flemish separatists 
and French-speakers broke 
down. 

With the country that plays 
host to the European Union 
and NATO rudderless since in¬ 
conclusive June elections, 
King Albert II had asked Bart 
De Wever, leader of the pro-in¬ 
dependence Flemish N-VA 
party that topped the vote, to 
submit new proposals to 
bridge the gulf. 

But the plan outlined by De 
Wever was rejected as "biased" 
and "almost sheer provocation" 
by French parties involved in 
four months of stuttering ef¬ 
forts to form a coalition with 
the Dutch-speakers. 

"Fabula acta est" ("the cur¬ 
tain has fallen"), retorted De 


Wever, echoing the Fatin an¬ 
nouncement of the end of a 
play as well as Emperor Au¬ 
gustus on his death-bed. 

De Wever's 50-page draft 
for a reform of Belgium no¬ 
tably proposed enabling the 
country's three regions — Flan¬ 
ders, Wallonia and Brussels — 
to take over federal tax-gather¬ 
ing powers to reinforce re¬ 
gional autonomy. 

It would leave Flanders, the 
country's most populous but 
also wealthiest region, to grab 
the lion's share of 45 percent of 
tax revenue no longer in the 
hands of the federal state. 

Francophones fear poorer 
Wallonia would fall by the 
wayside and have warned that 
a break-up of the country could 
be a better, though dire, solu¬ 
tion. The country has a 6.2 mil¬ 
lion Dutch-speaking majority, 
compared to 4.5 million 
French. 


Sarkozy vows pensions reform 
will pass despite strikes 


DEAUVIFFE, France (AFP) 
- French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy vowed yesterday that 
his plan to raise the retirement 
age will pass, despite protests 
that have sparked street clashes 
and strikes causing fuel short¬ 
ages. 

"This reform is essential. 
France is committed to it. 
France will carry it out, just as 


our German friends carried out 
a pensions reform a few years 
ago," Sarkozy said. 

Unions have called a day of 
mass demonstrations today, the 
sixth day of coordinated na¬ 
tionwide actions in less than 
two months, against the plan 
that would raise the standard 
retirement age from 60 to 62.

Facebook caught up in Apps 
privacy breach

UN calls for immediate 
action to save life on 
Earth 



Many Facebook applications 
share users' personal infor¬ 
mation with advertising net¬ 
works and other 
Internet-tracking companies, 
according to a Wall Street 
Journal report. 

Facebook said Sunday, 
however, that the Journal is 
exaggerating the problem and 
that Facebook is working to 
put an end to any inadvertent 
data sharing. 

The problem affects tens 
of millions of Facebook's 500 
million users, the Journal 
said, and all of the social-net- 
working site's top 10 apps. 
That includes Zynga's Far- 
mVille, Texas HoldEm 
Poker, FrontierVille, Cafe 
World, Mafia Wars, and 
Treasure Isle. Also in the top 
10 were Phrases, Causes, 
Quiz Planet, and iHeart. 

Zynga did not immedi¬ 
ately respond to a request for 


comment. A Sunday note on 
the "Phrases" Facebook page 
said that Facebook disabled 
the game "without talking to 
us about any problems that 
we could address." 

At issue are Facebook 
user IDs (UID), a number 
that is assigned to every 
Facebook user that can be 
used to look up your name, 
the Journal said. It might also 
reveal age, location, occupa¬ 
tion, and photos, depending 
on your privacy settings. 

"No one can access pri¬ 
vate user information without 
explicit user consent," Mike 
Vernal, a Facebook engineer, 
wrote in a blog post. 

Developers are not al¬ 
lowed to disclose personal in¬ 
formation to ad networks and 
data brokers, and Facebook 
suspends or disables the ac¬ 
counts of those who do it, he 
said. 


TOKYO (AFP) - The world 
must act immediately to stop 
the rapid loss of animal and 
plant species that allow hu¬ 
mans to exist, the United Na¬ 
tions warned on Monday at 
the start of a major summit 
on biodiversity. 

Delegates from the 193 
members of the UN's Con¬ 
vention on Biological Diver¬ 
sity (CBD) are gathering in 
the central city of Nagoya to 
try to work out strategies to 
reverse a man-made mass ex¬ 
tinction. 

"The time to act is now 
and the place to act is here," 
CBD executive secretary 
Ahmed Djoghlaf said as the 
meeting opened, describing 
the 12-day event as a "defin¬ 
ing moment" in the history of 
mankind. 

"Business as usual is no 
more an option when it 
comes to life on Earth... we 
need a new approach, we 
need to reconnect with nature 
and live in harmony with na¬ 
ture." 

Delegates were told 
human population pressures 
were wiping out ecosystems 
such as tropical forests and 
coral reefs, killing off animal 
and plant species that form 
the web of life on which hu¬ 
manity depends. 

"This meeting is part of 
the world's efforts to address 
a very simple fact. We are de¬ 
stroying life on Earth," the 
UN Environment Pro¬ 
gramme's executive director 
Achim Steiner said in a 
speech at the opening cere¬ 
mony. 

"We are destroying the 
very foundations that sustain 
life on this planet." 

Delegates in Nagoya plan 
to set a new target for 2020 
for curbing species loss, and 
will discuss boosting 
medium-term financial help 
for poor countries to help 
them protect their wildlife 
and habitats. 

But similar pledges to 
stem biodiversity loss have 
not been fulfilled, and Djogh¬ 
laf said governments around 
the world had to acknowl¬ 
edge that failure. 

"Let's have the courage to 
look into the eyes of our chil¬ 
dren and admit that we have 
failed individually and col¬ 


lectively to... to substantially 
reduce the rate of loss of bio¬ 
diversity by 2010," Djoghlaf 
said. 

"Let us look into the eyes 
of our children and admit that 
we continue to lose biodiver¬ 
sity at unprecedented rates." 

At the start of the decade, 
UN members pledged under 
the Millennium Development 
Goals to achieve "a signifi¬ 
cant reduction" in the rate of 
wildlife loss by 2010, the In¬ 
ternational Year of Biodiver¬ 
sity. 

Instead, habitat destruc¬ 
tion has continued unabated, 
and some experts now warn 
that the planet faces its sixth 
mass extinction phase — the 
latest since dinosaurs van¬ 
ished 65 million years ago. 

Nearly a quarter of mam¬ 
mals, one third of amphib¬ 
ians, more than one in eight 
birds, and more than a fifth of 
plant species now face the 
threat of extinction, said the 
International Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature (IUCN). 

In May, a UN report 
warned of looming "tipping 
points" that could irreversibly 
damage ecosystems such as 
the Amazon rainforest, 
through logging and land 
clearance, and coral reefs 
through global warming and 
overfishing. 

The Earth's 6.8 billion hu¬ 
mans are effectively living 50 
percent beyond the planet's 
biocapacity in 2007, accord¬ 
ing to a new assessment by 
WWF that said by 2030 hu¬ 
mans will effectively need 


the capacity of two Earths. 

Meanwhile, disputes be¬ 
tween rich and poor nations 
that have plagued efforts to 
curb greenhouse gases 
threaten to similarly hamper 
biodiversity negotiations. 

The European Union is 
calling for a target of halting 
biodiversity loss by 2020, 
while many developing na¬ 
tions only support a weaker 
goal of "taking action" on the 
issue. 

There are also tensions 
over efforts to forge an ac¬ 
cord on the "equitable shar¬ 
ing" of the benefits from 
natural resources — for exam¬ 
ple a medicine derived from 
a jungle plant — under a so- 
called Access and Benefits 
Sharing Protocol (ABS). 

Under a proposal backed 
by developing nations, com¬ 
panies would pay a "gene 
fee" if scientists find plants or 
animals that have been used 
by indigenous groups and 
have commercial use such as 
in the pharmaceutical indus¬ 
try. 

Brazilian Environment 
Minister Izabella Teixeira 
warned this month that "for 
us, it is not acceptable to go 
to Nagoya and not have an 
agreement for (the) ABS Pro¬ 
tocol... We need a deal." 

Some developing coun¬ 
tries have warned that a plan 
to set up an international sci¬ 
entific panel to assess biodi¬ 
versity issues and advise 
policy makers could be 
blocked if there is no deal on 
the ABS protocol.

Halloween extra scary when kids have 
nut allergies 


For most kids, Halloween 
parties and trick-or-treating 
can be a mixture of fun and 
frightening, but for children 
with a nut allergy, the day can 
actually be dangerous, warns 
a doctor. 

This type of allergy ’’can 
be a life-or-death situation. 
Just because a child only had 
a rash the first time exposed 
doesn't mean it won't be more 
serious the next time," Dr. 
Sean Cahill, an associate pro¬ 
fessor of pediatrics at Loyola 
University Chicago Stritch 
School of Medicine, said in a 
Loyola news release. 

"Though having a nut al¬ 
lergy is serious, kids should 
still be able to have fun. The 
key is education. Make sure 
your child knows what he or 
she can eat," Cahill added. 

He offered the following 
suggestions for keeping chil¬ 
dren safe at Halloween par¬ 
ties: 

Tell the party host about 
your child's allergy and pro¬ 
vide a list of specific foods 



that they must avoid. 

Offer to help the hostess 
by wiping down all surfaces. 
It's surfaces exposed to nuts, 
not inhaling nut particles, that 
cause an allergic reaction. In 
addition, all pans, dishes and 
serving utensils must be thor¬ 
oughly cleaned if previously 
used on dishes prepared with 
nuts. 

Bring something to the 
party that you know your 
child will enjoy that is safe 
for them to eat. Check prod¬ 
uct labels when shopping. If 
a label says a food has been 
made on the same machine as 
products with nuts, don’t buy 
it. If a label says a food has 


been made in the same plant 
as products with nuts, it's 
likely safe. 

Cahill also offered trick- 
or-treat safety tips: 

If you have a younger 
child, take nut-free candy to 
neighbors before Halloween 
and then take your child to 
those houses on the big night. 

When your child returns 
home from trick-or-treating, 
immediately remove all treats 
with nuts or those that could 
cause a reaction. If in doubt, 
get rid of the candy. 

If you or anyone else eats 
a product with nuts, brush 
your teeth and wash your 
hands before hugging or kiss¬ 
ing a child with a nut allergy. 

"A peanut allergy is not 
limited to peanuts. Some 
people with a peanut allergy 
are allergic to numerous 
types of nuts and seeds, and 
nut allergies are often seen in 
kids with other food allergies, 
like eggs, or in kids with 
asthma and eczema," Cahill 
added. 


Scientists move closer to 
early menopause test 


LONDON (AFP) - New re¬ 
search into the genetics of 
early menopause may lead to 
a simple test that could allow 
women to make decisions 
sooner about having children, 
according to a British study 
published Monday. 

One in 20 women starts 
the menopause before the age 
of 46 — which can affect 
chances of conceiving as 
early as a decade beforehand. 

The study, by scientists 
from the University of Exeter 
and the Institute of Cancer 
Research, found that four 


genes working in combina¬ 
tion appear to significantly 
raise the risk of early 
menopause. 

The findings could even¬ 
tually help identify women at 
greater risk, allowing them to 
make earlier decisions about 
starting a family. 

Menopause usually occurs 
when the number of remain¬ 
ing eggs in the ovary falls 
below around 1,000. But the 
factors which determine how 
quickly the egg reserve de¬ 
pletes are less well under¬ 
stood. 


Tip: Some shouldn’t take antidiarrheal drugs 


Loperamide and bismuth subsalicylate are 
over-the-counter drugs designed to help 
people with diarrhea feel better. 

The American Academy of Family Physi¬ 
cians says while they're safe for most peo¬ 
ple, not everyone should take these 
medicines. Among those who should avoid 
the drugs: 

* Children aged 6 or younger should avoid loperamide; 12 or 
younger should avoid bismuth subsalicylate. 

* Anyone with a fever, bloody or black stools, or prior allergic 
reaction to the drug should avoid loperamide. 

* Anyone who has an allergy to aspirin or salicylate medications 
should avoid bismuth subsalicylate. 

* Anyone aged 12 to 18 who could have the chickenpox or flu 
also should avoid bismuth subsalicylate.

EU finds ’deal' on budget 
sanctions 


LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - 
EU finance ministers agreed 
new sanctions yesterday 
aimed at tightening budget¬ 
ary discipline in a bid to con¬ 
vince markets that govern¬ 
ments have learned the les¬ 
sons of the Greek crisis, a 
diplomatic source said. 

The outcome after eight 
hours of talks came as French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
said he and German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel would 
propose new rules to sanction 
EU countries that breach un¬ 
dertakings common to EU 
states. Under the agreement, 
a country warned by the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission on its 
budgetary practices would 
have six months to amend its 


behavior before sanctions 
would take effect. 

France wanted to make 
punishment less mechanical, 
or more flexible, while Italy 
and Poland also produced 
strong objections leading Ger¬ 
many to drop its rigid stance. 

Sarkozy said Paris and 
Berlin wanted to amend the 
Lisbon Treaty, by 2013, also 
bringing in a permanent ver¬ 
sion of a safety net in- 
truduced to help euro 
countries after the Greek debt 
crisis spread to other states. 

Legal bloc funding com¬ 
mitments to new members in¬ 
cluding Poland, which 
vehemently opposed changes 
that could affect guarantees, 
run out at that date. 


Venezuela invites the Ukraine 
to extract oil and gas 


KIEV, The Ukraine (AFP) - 
Ukraine and Venezuela yes¬ 
terday signed deals that will 
allow the former Soviet re¬ 
public to extract oil and gas 
in the South American coun¬ 
try. 

’’President Hugo Chavez 
and I have agreed that the 
Ukraine will extract oil and 
gas in Venezuela,” President 
Viktor Yanukovych said at a 
joint news conference in 
Kiev, without elaborating. 

The two presidents said 
they also discussed the trans¬ 
portation of Venezuelan oil 
via the Ukraine towards 
neighbouring Belarus, which 
began in May. 



Kiev hopes ’’with the least 
possible delay” to transport 
Venezuelan crude oil using 
its oil pipeline that links the 
port of Odessa to Brody in 
western Ukraine, close to the 
Belarussian border, 

Yanukovych said. 

Venezuelan crude oil is 
currently transported by sea 
to Odessa on the Black Sea 
and then to Belarus by train. 

The two presidents said 
the project does not present 
any threat to Moscow, which 
uses the Ukrainian pipeline to 
transport crude oil in the op¬ 
posite direction. 

”We consider that regula¬ 
ting this question for Belarus 
does not contradict the inter¬ 
ests of Russia,” Yanukovych 
said. 

Russian Energy Minister 
Sergei Shmatko said Friday 
in Kiev that the Ukraine 
should hold ’’consultations” 
with Russia before changing 
the direction of flow of the oil 
pipeline, the Ukrainian media 
reported. 

Chavez made his first visit 
to Ukraine as part of a tour 
aimed at strengthening trade 
ties which has already taken 
him to Moscow and Minsk. 
He is also set to visit Iran and 
Libya.

China raises US debt holdings amid 
global surge 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - China 
raised its US debt holdings in 
August as global appetite 
surged for long-term Treasury 
bonds seen as a safe haven 
amid economic uncertainty, of¬ 
ficial data showed yesterday. 

China, excluding Hong 
Kong, remained by far the 
biggest holder of Treasury 
bonds and notes: 868.4 billion 
dollars' worth, reflecting an in¬ 
crease of 21.7 billion dollars 
from July, the Treasury De¬ 
partment reported. 

Overall, net foreign pur¬ 
chases of US securities rose to 
128.7 billion dollars in August, 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
London's Gatwick Airport will 
become only the third British 
airport to accommodate Air¬ 
bus' huge A380 superjumbo 
after winning planning permis¬ 
sion to house the carrier, the 
airport announced yesterday. 

"Now that Gatwick has the 
go-ahead to commercially op¬ 
erate the A3 80 it can ramp up 
its discussions with airlines 


taking into account US resi¬ 
dents' purchase of 7.9 billion 
dollars' worth. 

The adjusted total was esti¬ 
mated at 111.8 billion dollars, 
two and a half times more than 
the July level, according to the 
monthly Treasury International 
Capital (TIC) data. 

Purchases by foreign pri¬ 
vate and public investors 
surged to 136.6 billion dollars. 

"In August, foreign in¬ 
vestors were hungry, ver hun¬ 
gry, for US Treasury bonds and 
notes. As a result, net private 
and public purchases of US 
Treasuries reached their third

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Study predicts women in 
power, Muslims heading 
West 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In 
the next 40 years, an unprece¬ 
dented number of women will 
be in positions of power, Mus¬ 
lim immigration to the West 
will rise, and office workers 
will be unchained from their 
cubicles, a report released last 
week says. 

South America will see sus¬ 
tained economic growth and 
the Middle East will become 
"a tangle of religions, sects and 
ethnicities," says the report by 
Toffler Associates, a consul¬ 
tancy set up by the author of 
the 1970s blockbuster "Future 
Shock." 

Toffler Associates released 
its predictions for the next 40 
years to mark the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of "Future Shock," in 
which author Alvin Toffler 
studied the 1970s to see what 
would happen in the future. 

His prognosis 40 years ago 
was that technology and sci¬ 
ence would develop at such an 
accelerated pace that many 
people would be unable to 
process the enormous amounts 
of new information available 
and would disconnect from 
life. 

Some of "Future Shock’s" 
prognoses have come true, in¬ 
cluding that news would travel 
around the world instantly, that 
same-sex couples would wed 
and raise families, and that vi¬ 
olence and environmental dis¬ 
asters would increase and have 
broad consequences — like the 
BP spill in the Gulf of Mexico. 

So it might be worth paying 
heed to what Toffler Associates 
foresees for the next 40 years, 
including container ships get¬ 
ting larger to meet increasing 
demand for faster, cheaper de¬ 
livery of goods, and the Suez 
and Panama Canals being "im¬ 
proved." 

They envision more and 
more people growing their 
own food to reduce their de-

pendence on large manufactur¬ 
ers and distributors, and the 
proliferation of high-speed In¬ 
ternet and low-cost video-con¬ 
ferencing freeing office 
workers from their cubicles 
and working from anywhere in 
the world. 

Only a very small number 
of states will continue to be¬ 
have as "rogue" nations, Tof¬ 
fler Associates says, naming 
North Korea and Iran. 

"A true test for political 
leaders will be in how they 
handle relationships with these 
nations and to what extent they 
allow them to control geo-po¬ 
litical agendas," the consul¬ 
tancy says. 

China will position itself as 
a global economic power, ally¬ 
ing with Brazil and India to in¬ 
fluence currency use and with 
Venezuela and African nations 
to ensure its energy needs are 
met. 

The United States, mean¬ 
while, will depend on China 
for 17 rare earth metals that are 
essential to produce everything 
from weapons components to 
radars to wind turbines and hy¬ 
brid cars. 

The development of alter¬ 
native energy forms will create 
"losers in a post-petroleum 
world" including Saudi Arabia, 
Iran, Iraq, several Gulf states, 
Russia and Venezuela, the re¬ 


port says. 

Christianity will rise rapidly 
in the global South, while 
Muslims will migrate in in¬ 
creasing numbers to the West, 
where their presence will re¬ 
shape public attitudes and gov¬ 
ernment policies. 

Climate change will fuel 
conflict as melting sea ice ex¬ 
poses mineral wealth and oil 
fields in the Arctic and as ris¬ 
ing sea levels force large pop¬ 
ulations from their homes. 

An aging population will 
cause spending on long-term 
care services for the elderly to 
nearly quadruple by 2050, and 
social security and Medicare, 
the US health insurance for the 
elderly, will cease to "exist as 
we know them," Toffler man¬ 
aging partner Deborah West- 
phal told AFR 

"We don't know what will 
replace them; we just know 
that we will be in a different 
type of society with different 
types of people and different 
needs," she said. 

As for women, they will 
take on leadership positions 
around the globe at a never-be¬ 
fore-seen rate, as countries re¬ 
alize "you can't be successful 
with just 50 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation participating in deci¬ 
sion-making," Westphal said. 

And in the next 40 years, 
information-gathering will 
speed up even more as the 
world enters the Petabyte Age, 
Toffler Associates predicts. 

Petabytes — which are 10- 
to-the-15th-power bytes, or 
measures of computer files, 
hard disk space, and memory - 
- are used today only to meas¬ 
ure the storage space of 
multiple hard drives or collec¬ 
tions of data. 

Between now and 2050, 
measuring data in petabytes 
will become the norm, and so 
will data saturation, Toffler As¬ 
sociates predicts. 


Indian centenarian goes back to school 


GUWAHATI (AFP) - An In¬ 
dian man who just entered his 
100th year and retired as a 
court judge 39 years ago has 
enrolled at university, insist¬ 
ing it is never too late to 
learn. 

"There is no age limit for 
acquiring knowledge," Bhol- 
aram Das told AFP in the 
northeastern city of Guwa- 
hati, where he will pursue a 
doctorate on the role his na¬ 
tive village played in the 
spread of a particular stream 
of Hinduism. 

Das, who has five sons,

one daughter, 10 grandchil¬ 
dren, and a great-grandchild, 


was born on October 16, 
1911, when India was a 
British colony, and turned 99 
this weekend. 

"I had a very fulfilling 100 
years, having been a teacher, 
dabbled with politics by join¬ 
ing the Congress party in 
1945, became a lawyer, then 
a magistrate, and retired as a 
judge in 1971," Das said. 

"A 100-year-old student is 
indeed a rarity anywhere in 
the world," Guwahati Uni¬ 
versity Vice Chancellor Okhil 
Kumar Medhi said.

Jolie gets green light 
to film in Bosnia

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herce- 
govina (AFP) - Hollywood 
star Angelina Jolie on Mon¬ 
day got the green light to film 
in Bosnia after the authorities 
revoked her licence over con¬ 
cerns about the script, a local 
producer said. 

Approval had been with¬ 
drawn after media reports 
that the film would depict a 
love story between a Muslim 
girl and her Serb rapist during 
Bosnia's 1992-1995 war 
sparked a protest from the 
Women Victims of War asso¬ 
ciation. 

"We just obtained the new 
licence for the shooting. We 
could finally continue with 
preparations and shoot within 
the planned deadlines at the 
locations that we have cho¬ 
sen," Edin Sarkic of local 
production company Scout 
Film told AFP. 

The shooting in Bosnia 
should start around Novem¬ 
ber 10 and last for some two 


weeks, he added. 

The culture ministry of the 
Muslim-Croat F ederation, 
one of Bosnia's two post-war 
entities, last week cancelled 
the licence given to Jolie for 
filming scenes of her first 
movie as a director in Sara¬ 
jevo and the central town of 
Zenica. 

Both Jolie and the pro¬ 
ducer claimed it was a misun¬ 
derstanding and urged the 
authorities to reconsider their 
decision. 

The ministry had de¬ 
manded to be given the 
screenplay before delivering 
a new licence. 

Jolie has said that part of 
the reason for making the 
movie was to remind people 
of what happened during the 
war in Bosnia and to give at¬ 
tention to the survivors of the 
conflict that claimed some 
100,000 lives. 

She has already shot some 
scenes in Hungary. 
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’Big Ben’ leads Steelers to 
victory in return

PITTSBURGH, Pennsylva¬ 
nia (AFP) - Ben Roethlis¬ 
berger returned with a bang 
from his four-game NFL sus¬ 
pension on Sunday, throwing 
three touchdown passes to 
lead Pittsburgh to a 28-10 
victory over Cleveland. 

Pittsburgh led 7-3 but 
were back on their own four- 
yard line late in the third 
quarter when Roethlisberger 
connected on a 50-yard pass 
to Mike Wallace and a 36- 
yarder to Heath Miller. 

Three plays later Hines 
Ward capped the drive with 
an eight-yard touchdown 
catch that stretched the lead 
to 14-3. 

Roethlisberger received a 
rapturous welcome from 
Steelers fans as he played his 
first game of the season. 
Many of those fans had 
voiced outrage when he was 
accused of sexually assault¬ 
ing a woman college student 
in March. 

No criminal charges were 
filed in the incident, but NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 
suspended Roethlisberger for 
violating the league's per¬ 
sonal conduct policy. 

Some 20 protesters carry¬ 
ing signs outside the stadium 
were well outnumbered by 
those delighted to see "Big 
Ben" back. 

"I started thinking about it 
on the way here," said Roeth¬ 
lisberger, who admitted he 


feared he would receive a 
cool reception. 

"Before the game I got 
emotional. To hear the cheers 
was something special. I got 
a little emotional," added 
Roethlisberger, who com¬ 
pleted 16 of 27 passes for 257 
yards, some 120 yards more 
passing than Pittsburgh aver¬ 
aged without him. 

True, he threw an inter¬ 
ception on the Steelers' open¬ 
ing drive, but he rebounded 
with a 29-yard touchdown 
pass to Wallace early in the 
second quarter. 

The Browns, with rookie 
Colt McCoy making his first 
career start, didn't get inside 
the Steelers' 20-yard line until 
McCoy's 12-yard TD Pass to 
Ben Watson, which came 
when the Steelers led by 18 
points. 

"We had our hands full 
with those guys - they're re¬ 
ally fast, they're really good," 
said McCoy, who delivered a 
creditable performance even 
though he was sacked five 
times and saw two of his re¬ 
ceivers, Joshua Cribbs and 
Mohamed Sassaquoi, side¬ 
lined with head injuries after 
hits from Pittsburgh's James 
Harrison. 

Philadelphia snapped At¬ 
lanta's four-game winning 
streak with a 31 -17 victory. 

The Eagles improved to 4- 
2 to insure they would keep a 
share of the NFC East lead.

Favre, who is battling a 
sore elbow and is the focus of 
an NFL probe into allegations 
he sent racy messages to a 
woman who worked for the 
New York Jets, had an un¬ 
even day, completing 14 of 
19 passes for 118 yards, one 
touchdown and one turnover. 

But he and the Vikings did 
enough to beat the Cowboys, 
who fell to 1-4. 

Houston's Matt Schaub 
threw an 11-yard touchdown 
pass to Andre Johnson with 
28 seconds remaining as the 
Texans completed a spectac¬ 
ular fourth-quarter comeback 
for a 35-31 victory over 
Kansas City.
